HE  Civil  Estimates  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1957,  published 
cently,  show  that  the  pharmaceutical  services  under  the  National 
ealth  Service  in  England,  Wales  and  Scotland  are  expected  to  cost 
ore  in  1956-57  than  the  1955-56  estimate.

Purchase  Tax 

CONSOLIDATING  ORDER  ISSUED 

THE  Purchase  Tax  (Consolidation) 
Order,  1956  (S.I.  1956,  No.  383)  con- 
solidates the  list  of  goods  chargeable 
with  purchase  tax  and  the  special  pro- 
visions relating  to  drugs  and  medicines 
enacted  in  the  Eighth  Schedule  to  the 
Finance  Act,  1948,  as  subsequently 
amended.  The  Order  presents  the  pur- 
chase tax  schedule  in  up-to-date  form 
and  comes  into  operation  on  April  1. 
It  makes  some  alterations  in  the 
arrangement  and  numbering  of  the  ex- 
isting groups  but  it  makes  no  altera- 
tions in  the  rates  of  tax  chargeable  on 
any  goods.  The  tax  schedule  as  con- 
solidated by  the  Order  is  embodied  in 
a  revised  edition  of  Customs  and  Ex- 
cise Notice  No.  78,  a  copy  of  which 
is  being  sent  to  each  registered  trader. 
The  Treasury  have  also  made  an  Order 
(S.I.  1956,  No.  384)  formally  revoking 
and  repealing  the  forty-five  Orders  and 
the  Finance  Act  provisions  which  are 
superseded  by  the  Consolidation  Order. 

London  B.I.F  to  End 

ANNOUNCEMENT  IN  PARLIAMENT 

THE  London  section  of  the  British 
Industries  Fair  that  is  being  held  at 
Olympia  in  April  will  be  the  last  to  be 
held  in  London.  That  was  announced 
by  Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade)  in  Parliament 
on  March  27.  The  Birmingham  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  intends  to  continue 
the  Fair  at  Castle  Bromwich.  Mr. 
Thorneycroft  said  that  it  had  become 
clear  that  the  London  section  of  the 
fair  no  longer  met  a  general  need,  since 
most  traders  preferred  to  take  part  in 
specialised  shows  in  which  attention 
could  be  focused  on  the  products  of  a 
particular  industry.  The  Government 
intended  that  the  money  hitherto  spent 
on  publicity  for  the  Fair  would  in 
future  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
mainly  in  connection  with  overseas  fairs 
and  exhibitions  at  which  British  goods 
were  shown.

THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  is  meeting  at  17

Poisons  Act  1933.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Private  Practice 

In  1948,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  a  small  number  of  general  medic; 
practitioners  decided  to  remain  outside  of  the  National  Health  Servici 
preferring  to  continue  private  practice.  They  seem  to  have  been  able  t 
retain  a  sufficient  number  of  patients  to  warrant  their  remaining  aloe 
and,  so  far  as  consultation  fees  are  concerned,  their  patients  have  pn 
sumably  preferred  it  that  way.  But  there  have  been  great  changes  i 
treatment  since  1948,  and  some  of  the  newer  drugs  have  been  found  t 
be  very  expensive.  No  doubt  that  fact  has  a  bearing  on  the  demand  b 
what  is  described  (p.  201)  as  an  overwhelming  number  of  doctors  engage 
predominantly  in  private  practice  (434  out  of  573)  for  the  right  to  pre 
scribe  for  those  patients  under  the  N.H.S.  pharmaceutical  services,  so  tha 
in  effect  the  doctor  would  still  charge  a  fee  for  each  consultation,  bi 
would  spare  his  patient  the  cost  of  his  medicine.  The  practitioner  seem 
to  fear  that  the  patient  may  eventually  decide  that  the  N.H.S.  offei 
undeniable  attractions,  and  that  the  advantages  of  private  consultatio 
are  largely  illusory. 

Chronic  Point  of  Stress 

Duplication  and  near-duplication  among  brands  of  proprietary  med 
cines  prescribed  in  the  U.S.A.  is,  according  to  Dr.  Glenn  Sonnedecke 
a  chronic  point  of  stress  between  dispensing  pharmacy  and  manufacturin 
pharmacy  in  that  country.  The  speaker  was  commenting  on  the  heavi 
prescribing  in  America  of  trade-named  specialities  (p.  199)  and  the  stat< 
ment  makes  it  clear  that  we  are  not  alone  in  our  difficulties  in  this  regan 
One  of  the  disadvantages  of  that  freedom  and  competition  in  whic 
both  countries  take  a  pride,  is  that  no  sooner  has  a  preparation  bee 
successfully  launched  by  one  firm  than  half-a-dozen  persuasive  diploma 
are  waiting  deferentially  in  the  wings  to  woo  the  prescriber  away  from  th; 
particular  brand  to  another  which  differs  only  in  name.  The  succe: 
of  their  eloquence  is  to  be  found  in  every  pharmacy  in  the  countr 
What  is  to  become  of  it  all?  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  may  yet  ha> 
cause  to  regret  its  impulsiveness  in  soliciting  old  proprietary  medicines  f( 
a  museum  collection.  The  rapid  onset  of  obsolescence  today  may  resu 
in  such  a  deluge  of  material  in  the  years  to  come  that  it  will  be  necessai 
to  take  over  the  Albert  Hall  to  house  the  rejected,  the  despised  and  tf 
forgotten. 

Practical  Outlook 

At  a  time  when  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  is  ove 
hauling  its  educational  policy  for  the  future,  pharmacists  in  this  counti 
will  find  added  interest  in  the  proposals  outlined  for  the  pharmacy  studei 
in  Northern  Ireland.  The  suggested  course  of  training  involves  registratic 
at  entrance  before  taking  the  course  of  the  Part  I  examination.  A  bres 
in  the  academic  course  is  to  be  made  after  Part  I  so  as  to  allow  a  tw> 
year  full-time  apprenticeship  after  which  the  student  returns  to  a  twi 
year  full-time  course  at  college  for  Part  II.  The  proposals  are  soun 
and  are  certain  to  produce  both  a  trained  and  experienced  pharmacist  c 
the  completion  of  the  course.  There  must  be  many  practising  pharmacis 
in  this  country  who  would  welcome  a  similar  scheme  for  Great  Britai 
but  utterances  from  some  of  those  responsible  for  our  future  education! 
policy  suggest  that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  its  adoption  here.  Til 
complaint  made  on  occasion  that  the  majority  of  our  training  studenl 
opt  to  do  their  practical  training  with  the  multiples  would  be  less  frl 
quently  heard  if  apprenticeship,  on  the  lines  proposed  in  Northern  Irelanl 
were  to  be  restored  here — not  as  an  optional,  but  as  a  compulsory  prl 
vision.   The  reluctance  of  the  single-unit  pharmacist  to  employ  for  I 
year  a  post-examination  trainee,  for  whom  he  has  no  permanent  place,  J 
understandable.  The  eagerness  of  the  multiple,  whose  expansion  depenJ 
on  recruits,  to  acquire  those  students,  is  equally  understandable.  It  seerj 
a  little  unreasonable  for  the  educationists  to  complain  about  a  situatkl 
to  which  they  have  themselves  contributed.

Robinson,  J.  P.  Kissane,  D.  J. 
Kennelly,  M.  Costello,  T.  C.  Scott,  F. 
Loughman,  and  J.  Gleeson.  Others 
sent  apologies.  Mr.  James  G.  Cole- 
man (registrar)  attended. 

Sir  A.  Chester  Beatty  wrote  thanking 
Council  for  help  in  erection  of  new 
exhibition  building  adjoining  Society's 
grounds.

On  Schools  Committee's  report, 
which  was  adopted,  PRESIDENT  said 
success  of  recently  started  post-graduate 
lectures  (150  entries)  had  exceeded 
expectations.  He  suggested  provincial 
councillors  might  have  similar  courses, 
perhaps  including  veterinary  lectures. 
Council  was  ready  to  find  lecturers, 
and  help  with  syllabus  and  finance. 
MR.  POWER  said  that,  down  South, 
men  were  prepared  to  travel  20-25 
miles  to  attend.  Chemical  firms' 
lecturers  to  Young  Farmers'  Clubs 
should  be  available  for  chemists.  MR. 
KENNELLY  (on  post-graduate  lectures 
committee)  said  success  was  due  to 
businesslike  arrangement  of  course. 
Veterinary  lectures  should  be  preceded 
by  discussions  with  manufacturers,  and 
a  suggested  syllabus  sent  out.  PRESI- 
DENT said  he  would  see  some  of  the 
firms  mentioned. 

The  Rev.  Michael  T.  Casey  (science 
master.  Newbridge  College)  wrote 
suggesting  that  general  science  (physics, 
chemistry,  botany  and  zoology,  with 
elements  of  human  anatomy  and 
physiology)  should  be  accepted  as 
alternative  to  physics  and  chemistry 
for  Preliminary  examination.  PRESI- 
DENT said  Council  should  consider 
the  matter.  The  suggested  course  had 
been  completely  modernised  and  might 
suit  students  better  than  the  one  they 
had.  Council  passed  letter  to  education 
sub-committee  for  report  at  next 
Council  meeting.  Examiners  to  recent 
Licence  examinations  reported  that  ten 
out  of  25  candidates  had  passed  Part 


I.  Twelve  out  of  34  had  passed  Part 

II.  Ten  out  of  11  passed  the  Assis- 
tants' examination. 

Mr.  Eoin  D.  Leavy,  94  Clanbrassil 
Street,  Dundalk,  notified  a  decision  of 
Dundalk  chemists  to  form  a  Chemists' 
Association  and  their  unanimous  appre- 
ciation of  good  work  done  by  Mr.  P. 
O'Briain  (Society's  liaison  officer  and 
inspector).  PRESIDENT  said  letter 
must  be  considered  a  justification  of 
Council's  appointment. 

Mr.  O'Briain  reported  having  visited 
206  pharmacies,  mostly  in  country 
areas.  Several  city  pharmacists  had 
said  they  were  pleased  with  circular 
on  training  of  apprentices.  Other 
chemists  complained  about  sale  of  Part 
II  preparations  by  non-chemist  shop- 
keepers. Many  complaints  of  sale  of 
poisons  by  non-qualified  people  came 
from  one  area  in  co.  Lough.  In  co. 
Monaghan  chemists  would  welcome 
information  on  horticultural 
preparations. 

In  a  reply  to  Society's  request  to 
Ministry  for  Health  for  a  State  grant 
towards  building  additional  labora- 
tories, Minister  said  he  had  no  funds 
for  such  a  purpose,  but  he  would 
receive  deputation  from  Council. 
Department  of  Health  requested 
memorandum  from  Council  on  pro- 
posed Pharmacy  Bill. 

PRESIDENT  said  programme  for 
coming  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference was  practically  complete. 
Details  were  being  sent  to  each  Council 
member.  For  conference  banquet  Mr. 
O'Sullivan  (chairman,  catering  com- 
mittee) had  secured  conferring  hall  at 
University  College,  Dublin.  Designs 
for  conference  badge  in  enamels  were 
circulated  and  favourably  received; 
designs  were  by  wife  of  a  member  of 
Society. 

A  motion  by  MR.  TOHER  asked 
education  sub-committee  to  prepare  a 
syllabus  for  a  course  in  physiology, 
biochemistry,  pharmacology  and  bac- 
teriology for  second  professional  course 
commencing  1956,  and  that  that  course 
should  provide  pharmacist  with  know- 
ledge to  dispense  and  discuss  intelli- 
gently the  complex  drugs  now  in  use. 
Council  heard  views  of  Mr.  Toher  and 
Dr.  Timoney  (dean  of  College). 
PRESIDENT  observed  there  was  little 
difference  between  the  points  of  view 
except  in  timing.  He  suggested  Mr. 
Toher  should  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  sub-committee.  MR.  TOHER 
agreed  to  fall  in  with  president's  sug- 
gestions, and  motion  was  withdrawn. 

Registrar  reported  deaths  of  Messrs. 
James  McKenna,  R.D.,  and  William 
Godfrey  Taylor,  R.D.  Secretary  of 
Association  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians, 
Dublin,  wrote  that  modified  examina- 
tion for  dispensing  opticians  was  being 
held  in  Dublin  on  March  23  and  24. 
MR.  LOUGHMAN  spoke  of  reports 
in  south  of  Ireland  that  Society  had 
done  nothing  to  safeguard  interests  of 
members  under  Opticians'  Bill. 
PRESIDENT  said  such  reports  were 
untrue.  A  deputation  from  Council 
had  met  opticians  and  officials  of 
Department,  and  had  secured  modifica- 
tions of  Bill.

Hastings  &  District  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  held  its  annual

Chemists'  Golfing  Society 

The  early  days  of  the  London  Chem- 
ists' Golfing  Society  were  recalled  by 
Dr.  R.  H.  Marriott,  when  he  proposed 
the  toast  of  the  Society  at  its  annual 
dinner  and  dance  on  March  15.  It  was 
founded,  he  said,  by  three  "  exiles " 
from  Scotland  in  1909,  the  early  tourna- 
ments having  been  played  at  Chingford. 
Responding,  The  President  (Mr.  C.  H. 
Maile)  first  read  telegrams  of  good 
wishes  from  Mr.  Jack  Jones,  one  of 
the  founder  members  of  the  Society  and 
now  living  in  Wales,  and  from  "our 
dear  old  friend  '  Bally '  "  (Mr.  W.  M. 
Ballantyne).  He  pointed  out  that  the 
Society  was  the  first  of  its  kind  among 
pharmacists  or  chemical  manufacturers 
in  Britain.  He  would  like  to  see 
matches  played  with  the  Association  of 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  and  the 
Cosmetic  Chemists'  Golfing  Society  and 


with  the  various  other  sections  of  the 
industry.  He  paid  tribute  to  the  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  (Mr.  A.  S.  Jerwood) 
and  to  the  captain  (Mr.  G.  T.  Morson). 
He  would  break  away  from  tradition 
and  call  upon  the  captain,  who  had 
been  the  guiding  star  of  the  Society 
during  the  past  year,  to  speak.

LIVERPOOL  CHEMISTS'  ANNUAL  DINNER 

President  stresses  pharmacists'  responsibilty 


THE  individual  responsibilities  of 
pharmacists  were  emphasised  by  Mr. 
H.  Steinman  (president  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society)  at  the  annual  dinner 
of  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  and 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
held  on  March  14.  The  function — the 
most  ambitious  yet  held  by  the  Associa- 
tion and  Branch  —  was  attended  by 
about  475  persons.  Guests  included 
Mr.  Steinman,  the  lord  mayor  of  Liver- 
pool (Alderman  R.  R.  Bailey),  Profes- 
sor Andrew  B.  Semple  (Liverpool  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health),  Mr.  M.  B.  Har- 
rop  (president,  Birkenhead  and  Wirral 
Pharmacists'  Association),  Mr.  John 
Shackleton  (president,  Southport 
Branch),  Mr.  W.  A.  Mollon  (chair- 
man, Liverpool  Branch,  Guild  of  Pub- 
lic Pharmacists),  and  Mr.  A.  Pattison 
(captain,  Liverpool  Chemists'  Golfing 
Society).  Mr.  J.  Farrer  Barnes  pre- 
sided. 

Mr.  Steinman  responded  to  the  toast 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  pro- 
posed by  Professor  Semple.  It  was 
always  easy,  he  said,  to  say  to  either  of 
"  the  Squares "  (Queen  and  Blooms- 
bury),  "  What  are  you  doing  about  it?" 
He  suggested  that  pharmacists  should 
ask  themselves  what  they  themselves 
were  doing  about  it.  The  very  essence 
of  a  profession  lay  in  the  individual 
responsibilities  of  the  individual  phar- 
macists. 

If  he  or  she  told  their  representatives 
to  apply  sensibly  the  code  of  ethics  there 
would  be  far  less  trouble  than  today.  "  I 
have  the  individual  pharmacist's  repu- 
tation and  status  at  heart  and  would 
remind  you  that  what  every  one  of  you 
does  as  an  individual  reflects  on  all  as 
a  profession." 

Major  responsibilities  were  to  the 
public;  to  the  professions  associated 
with  pharmacists  in  the  national  health 
service;  to  one's  own  colleagues;  and 
to  one's  branch.  A  fourth  responsibi- 
lity, about  which  he  thought  there  was 


no  difference  of  opinion,  was  in  the 
welfare  of  less  fortunate  colleagues 
through  the  Benevolent,  Birdsgrove 
House  and  Orphan  Funds.  Up  to 
December  1955,  about  £15,000  had 
been  disbursed  in  dealing  with  200 
cases.  Less  than  half  that  sum  had 
been  subscribed  by  members  of  the 
Society;  the  balance  came  from  invest- 
ment funds. 

Mr.  Steinman  related  how  Mr.  T. 
Ashworth,  a  Liverpool  member,  had 
told  him  "  The  day  you  are  elected 
president  you  can  have  £100  for  the 
Benevolent  fund."  Within  a  few  minutes 
of  being  elected  he  (Mr.  Steinman) 
had  been  handed  two  envelopes  by  Mr. 
John  Tristram,  one  a  letter  of  congra- 
tulation and  the  other  containing  Mr. 
Ashworth's  £100  cheque. 

In  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Tristram,  Mr. 
Steinman  said  Liverpool's  loss  of  an 
Alderman  was  pharmacy's  gain,  be- 
cause they  wanted  a  reinvigorated  John 
Tristram  back  in  pharmaceutical  poli- 
tics. 

Professor!  Semple  had  earlier  pointed 
out  that  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharma- 
cists had  made  him  a  vice-president. 
He  and  the  Guild  shared  the  word 
"  public." 

Mr.  J.  Farrer  Barnes,  proposing 
"  The  Guests,"  said  he  was  proud  to  be 
president  of  the  108-years-old  Liver- 
pool Chemists'  Association.  He  took 
the  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Den- 
ver R.  Rees  (secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  Branch),  Mr.  C.  Cullen  (secre- 
tary of  the  social  committee)  and  his 
committee  for  organising  the  function. 

The  Lord  Mayor  said  that,  had  he 
been  responding  to  a  toast  to  the  city 
of  Liverpool,  he  could  have  named  two 
chemists  who  had  been  lord  mayor. 
One  he  had  specially  in  mind  was  Mr. 
John  Tristram,  "  one  of  the  most  able 
and  delightful  of  our  lord  mayors."

Indeed,  the  drug  has  won 
its  pre-eminence  on  the  solid  basis  of  outstandingly 
good  results ;  and,  in  the  light  of  continued  clinical 
studies,  its  sphere  of  usefulness  grows  wider  still.

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Expected  Costs 

A  year  ago  we  hazarded  the  guess  that  the  Health 
Services  estimates  were  inaccurate  when  they  forecast 
that  chemist-contractors  in  Wales  would  earn  about 
£80,000  less  in  1955-56  than  they  did  the  year  before. 
A  supplementary  estimate  published  a  few  weeks  ago 
(C.  &  D.,  February  25,  p.  169)  showed  that,  instead 
of  a  fall  in  the  cost  of  ingredients  and  containers  by 
3j  per  cent.,  as  had  been  originally  estimated,  they 
increased  by  4|  per  cent.  In  other  words  the  original 
estimate  was  wrong  by  no  less  than  8  per  cent.  The 
comparable  estimate  for  England  was  also  out,  but  by 
the  smaller  amount  of  6  per  cent.,  and  it  is  only  fair 
to  say  that  the  original  English  estimate  was  in  the 
correct  direction.  Scotland  did  not  require  a  supple- 
mentary estimate,  which  again  bears  out  what  we  have 
contended  previously,  that  that  country  is  better  at  the 
guessing  game  than  its  neighbours ! 

Bearing  these  facts  in  mind,  a  scrutiny  of  the  esti- 
mates for  1956-57  (p.  209)  shows  that  all  three  countries 
are,  this  coming  year,  budgeting  for  a  rise  in  costs. 
England  and  Wales  each  expect  an  overall  rise  in 
pharmaceutical  services  costs  of  3  per  cent. ;  Scotland 
of  only  0  4  per  cent.  The  numbers  of  prescriptions,  as 
indicated  by  dispensing-fee  payments,  are  expected  to 
show  only  slight  increases  in  England  and  Wales,  and 
a  2  per  cent,  decrease  in  Scotland.  On  the  other  hand 
ingredient  and  container  costs  are  expected  to  rise  in 
all  three  countries,  in  England  by  4  per  cent.,  in  Wales 
by  2  per  cent.,  and  in  Scotland  by  16  per  cent. 

While  the  increase  in  pharmaceutical  services  costs 
in  Scotland  as  a  whole  is  only  0  4  per  cent.,  the  increase 
in  cost  of  health-centre  pharmaceutical  services  is  put 
at  25  per  cent. ;  but  it  is  perhaps  some  consolation  that 
health  centres  account  for  less  than  01  per  cent,  of  the 
total  Scottish  pharmaceutical  services  bill. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether  account  has 
been  taken  in  the  estimates  of  the — let  us  hope — in- 
crease in  chemists  contractors'  remuneration.  If  not, 
then  supplementary  estimates  will  again  be  called  for, 
and  that  tends  often  to  raise  a  clamour  about  rising 
pharmaceutical  costs  when  in  fact  the  fault  lies  in 
unintelligent  estimating. 

Overseas  Trading  in  February 

The  overseas  trading  figures  of  the  United  Kingdom 
for  February  were  more  satisfactory  in  that  the  visible 
trading  deficit  was  nearly  a  third  lower  than  the  level 
of  the  previous  three  months.  The  change  was  brought 
about  by  a  sharp  fall  in  imports,  £309  millions  against 
£346  millions  in  January — a  trend  that  unfortunately 


was  not  shared  by  drugs  and  prepared  medicines.  Im- 
ports of  the  latter  rose  to  £806,484  from  £650,000  with 
only  alkaloids,  at  £58,358,  showing  a  fall ;  vitamins  at 
£179,536  and  antibiotics  at  £64,615  were  up  by  over  50 
per  cent,  of  the  corresponding  January  values. 

The  export  value  of  drugs  and  medicines  in  February 
was,  at  £2,754,397,  almost  identical  with  that  of 
February  1955,  though  the  present  year  had  one  extra 
working  day.  Of  the  items  for  which  separate  statistics 
are  available,  only  vitamins,  at  £269,516,  alkaloids  (other 
than  quinine),  at  £83,141,  and  antihistamine  prepara- 
tions, at  £44,835,  were  higher  than  in  January.  Peni- 
cillin exports  were  valued  at  £233,761,  whilst  other 
antibiotics,  at  £214,226,  were  at  their  lowest  since 
separate  figures  have  been  available.  Other  medicinal 
exports  included  aspirin,  £67,264  ;  antipaludics,  £60,346  ; 
sulphonamides,  £121,496;  ointments  and  liniments, 
£87,345;  and  proprietary  medicines,  £852,251.  India, 
with  purchases  valued  at  £225,946,  supplanted  Australia 
(£198,193)  as  the  largest  buyer. 

Exports  of  toilet  preparations  remained  fairly  steady 
throughout  the  month,  with  lipstick,  face  powder,  rouge, 
etc.,  valued  at  £183,295,  dentifrices  at  £134,636,  and 
toilet  soaps  at  £197,482.  Detergents  continued  to  be 
an  increasingly  valuable  export  and,  at  £761,660,  were 
more  than  £100,000  up  on  the  January  total. 

A  Contribution  to  Scientific  Education 

Of  every  100  students  at  English  universities  today 
Professor  Mott  of  Cambridge  has  estimated  that  25  per 
cent,  have  a  marked  leaning  for  the  Arts,  and  a  similar 
percentage  a  special  aptitude  for  the  Sciences.  Between 
them  are  an  equal  total  who  have  tended  to  come  down 
on  the  Arts  side  because,  at  the  age  (fifteen)  at  which 
they  have  had  to  come  down  on  one  side  or  the  other, 
their  teachers  or  parents  have  been  more  concerned  to 
secure  for  them  a  background  of  "  the  humanities  " 
than  to  persuade  them  to  concentrate  at  so  early  a 
stage  on  an  intensive  "  career  "  course.  The  scheme  of 
"  transfer  "  scholarships  launched  by  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.  (p.  209)  has  been  planned  to  divert 
some  among  that  50  per  cent.,  after  reaching  a  certain 
stage  on  the  Arts  side,  but  while  there  is  yet  time  to 
convert  them  into  scientists  of  equal  academic  rank, 
into  the  field  of  science.  The  scheme,  at  its  maximum, 
will  not  swell  by  more  than  fifty  annually  the  number 
of  science  graduates  available  for  industry,  but  is  re- 
garded by  the  company  as  likely  to  have,  as  it  were, 
a  catalytic  action  on  the  educational  system,  so  that 
eventually  a  much  greater  reservoir  of  scientists  will 
be  created  than  exists  at  present.  The  cost  per  year  of 
the  scheme  is  put  at  £35,000.  It  is  being  made  known 
to  likely  candidates  by  circularisation  of  details  of  the 
awards  to  local  education  authorities  and  to  head- 
masters of  grammar  schools.  Although  some  years 
must  pass  before  the  success  or  otherwise  of  the  scheme 
can  be  accurately  assessed,  it  is  undoubtedly  a  con- 
structive contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  nation  by  a 
corporation  with  every  reason  to  appreciate  the  supreme 
importance  of  technological  advance.

Synthetic  Cream 

Kindly  send  us  an  up-to-date  for- 
mula for  the  manufacture  of  a  syn- 
thetic cream,  such  as  is  used  by 
bakeries  and  confectioners. 
A  synthetic  cream  with  a  30  per  cent, 
butter  fat  content  is  made  as  follows. 
Into  a  tinned  vessel  suitable  for  boil- 
ing milk  in  place  4J  pints  of  water. 
Stir  in  gradually  until  dissolved  10  oz. 
of  separated  milk  powder,  previously 
sifted.  Take  3  lb.  10  oz.  of  unsalted 
butter  and  cut  into  small  cubes  to  faci- 
litate melting.  Heat  gently  to  140°  F. 
and  pass  through  an  emulsifier.  Cool 
rapidly.  If  the  cream  is  to  be  whipped 
it  should  be  stored  for  twenty-four 
hours  at  38-40°  F.

Please  supply  a  formula  for  a 
vanishing  hand  jelly  for  the  treat- 
ment of  rough  red  skin  from 
household  washing,  etc.,  clear  in 
colour  and  lemon-perfumed,  for 
packing  in  tubes. 
The  following  formula  produces  a 
jelly-type  hand  cream: — 

Boric  acid    1  drachm 

Glycerin    6  drachms 

Oil  of  lemon         ...  q.s. 

An  alternative  formula  would  be:  — 

Tragacanth  in  powder  L5gm. 

Glycerin    20  gm. 

Tincture  of  benzoin  .. .        1  gm. 

Pink  colour   q.s. 

Lemon  odour        ...  q.s. 

Distilled  water  ...  to  100  gms. 
The  tragacanth  is  triturated  with  the 
glycerin  in  a  mortar.  The  distilled 
water  is  then  added  until  a  jelly  of 
suitable  consistency  is  produced. 
Finally  the  tincture  of  benzoin  and 
perfume  are  added.  Sometimes  a  little 
alcohol  is  used  to  assist  in  forming 
the  tragacanth  mucilage.

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HOSPITAL    PHARMACY  FORUM 

PLANNING  THE  DEPARTMENT 


IN  spite  of  all  the  stringencies  on  hospital  budgets,  one 
hears  with  relief  that  some  hospital  authorities  are  at 
last  turning  their  attention  to  creating  new  pharmaceuti- 
cal departments  or  to  remodelling  old  ones.  Too  often  the 
pharmacy  has  been  the  Cinderella,  relegated  to  back-stairs 
and  basements,  and  too  often  the  concept  of  a  pharmacy 
department  has  been  a  room  with  shelves  for  the  bottles 
and  a  sink.  Now  that  a  renewed  interest  seems  to  be 
awakening,  it  is  important  that  the  pharmacist  should  be 
taken  into  consultation  at  the  earliest  stage  of  planning, 
so  that  a  department  may  be  created  which  is  capable 
of  future  development  as  well  as  satisfying  immediate 
requirements.  It  is  reassuring  that  the  research  and  de- 
velopment committee  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists 
is  addressing  itself  to  the  task  of  helping  those  who  are 
in  the  fortunate  position  of  starting  such  plans.  That  is 
no  easy  task,  for  plans  suitable  at  one  hospital  may  prove 
quite  unsuitable  in  another,  even  though  the  hospitals 
may  be  of  comparable  size.  Much  will  depend  on  the 
scope  of  the  work  which  it  is  intended  to  carry  on.  A  large 
general  hospital  may  require  disproportionately  more 
space  than  a  small  one  if  a  manufacturing  programme 
is  envisaged.  It  is  likely  to  be  of  value  if  the  pharmacist, 
in  consultation  with  his  colleagues  on  the  Guild's  com- 
mittee, can  draw  up  a  questionnaire  which  would  record 
the  scope  of  the  proposed  department's  work.  From  that 
it  should  be  possible  to  advise  on  the  optimum  floor  space, 
its  division  as  between  working  area  and  storage,  and 
between  laboratory  and  dispensary.  Here  the  experience 
of  many  people  may  well  be  canalised  through  the  com- 
mittee, so  that  draft  recommendations  may  be  drawn  up 
for  hospitals  of  different  size.  The  American  Society  of 
Hospital  Pharmacists  worked  on  those  lines  some  years 
ago,  and  its  recommendations  have  been  published  by 
the  American  College  of  Surgeons  as  a  guide  to  hospital 
planners.  The  main  criticism  of  such  work  is  that  the 
recommendations  go  into  too  much  detail  and  tend  to 
be  regarded  as  blue-print  specifications  for  standard  units. 
While  there  may  be  some  justification  for  standardisation, 
say,  in  military  organisation,  to  ensure  ease  and  con- 
venience in  the  rapid  fitting  out  of  hospitals  in  a  military 
emergency,  civil  hospitals  vary  so  much  in  character  and 
scope  that  plans  should  be  no  more  than  sketches  capable 
of  being  readily  adapted  to  local  needs.  So  far,  no  organ- 
isation in  this  country  has  tackled  the  problem  of  draw- 
ing up  such  sketch  plans  for  hospital  pharmacies,  and 
the  Guild's  committee  might  make  a  most  useful  contri- 
bution by  producing  some  model  examples. 

Furnishings  and  Fittings 

There  must  by  now  also  be  a  fund  of  experience  to  be 
drawn  upon  for  suggestions  as  to  furnishings,  fittings  and 
bench  surfaces.  Though  there  is  much  ground  here  on 
which  opinion  may  differ,  certain  types  of  surface  and 
certain  types  of  fittings  may  be  known  widely  as  specially 
suitable  or  unsuitable  for  pharmaceutical  work. 

A  matter  of  importance  in  planning  pharmaceutical  de- 
partments is  group  and  regional  policy  on  the  degree  of 
integration  of  the  service.  Clearly  it  would  be  uneconomic 
to  devolop  full-scale  production  units  in  every  hospital. 
There  must  be  an  optimum  size  for  the  running  of  a 
sterile  solutions  laboratory,  for  example,  or  a  syringe 
service.  Below  that  optimum  there  is  a  tendency  for 
"  overheads  "  to  be  disproportionate  to  the  output  needed. 
Above  it,  the  tendency  would  be  to  run  into  factory  pro- 
blems associated  with  large  batches.  Research  is  needed 
to  determine  the  range  of  economic  production  laboratories. 
From  such  knowledge  it  should  be  possible  to  formulate 
policy  recommendations  for  a  group  or  a  region.  For  ex- 


ample, certain  hospitals  could  produce  a  limited  range  of 
preparations  for  supply  within  the  group.  Enlargement  of 
the  laboratory,  and  the  longer  runs  made  possible,  may 
well  enable  more  of  the  work  to  be  performed  by  techni- 
cal assistants  and  so  relieve  the  manpower  situation.  The 
regional  boards  and  hospital  management  committees 
have,  however,  no  means  of  arriving  at  such  policies  with- 
out the  help  and  advice  of  pharmacists  with  local  know- 
ledge. All  the  more  reason  is  there  for  early  implementa- 
tion of  the  Linstead  recommendations  that  committees  of 
pharmacists  should  be  set  up  to  give  just  that  kind  of 
advice.  The  constitution  of  those  committees  is  important. 
Only  pharmacists  can  have  the  specialist  knowledge  on 
which  to  formulate  policies  of  the  kind  under  discussion, 
and,  whilst  it  is  obviously  desirable  that  members  of  the 
medical  committees  and  of  the  administration  should  be 
involved  in  the  discussions,  the  pharmaceutical  committee 
should  have  direct  access  to  the  Board  if  frustration  and 
misunderstanding  are  to  be  avoided.

TRADE  REPORT 

LONDON:  The  markets  were  quiet 
during  the  week  with  the  approach  of 
the  Easter  holidays.  Home  inquiry 
was  particularly  dull  in  respect  of 
crude  drugs  and  essential  oils.  The 
most  important  feature  among  the  oils 
was  a  drop  of  ninepence  in  the  ship- 
ment rate  for  anise,  because  of  a 
reported  reduction  in  the  "floor"  price 
in  China.  Spot  supplies  of  the  oil 
at  16s.  9d.  per  lb.  were  threepence 
lower  than  in  the  previous  week. 
Lemongrass  remained  steady  at  14s.  3d. 
with  June — July  shipment  of  new  crop 
at  12s.,  c.i.f.  Chinese  menthol  was 
42s.  per  lb.,  in  bond,  whilst  the  ship- 
ment rates  were  Is.  6d.  higher  than 
that  figure.  With  Indian  castor  oil  and 
castor  seed  still  advancing  the  price  of 
B.P.  domestic  oil  has  held  firm  at  £151 
per  ton,  naked  ex  mill.  In  aromatic 
seeds  sound-quality  Moroccan 
coriander  is  95s.  per  cwt.  duty  paid, 
whilst  Bulgarian  small  seed  has  sold 
at  50s.;  business  is  passing  in  Indian 
fennel  at  85s.  A  further  decline 
occurred  in  peppers  with  the  exception 
of  Sarawak  special  black  which  is  now 
in  short  supply  on  the  spot.  White 
Sarawak  at  2s.  7yd.  per  lb.  was  a 
halfpenny  down.  Ginger  was  little 
changed  on  the  week  and  other  spices 
were  neglected.  Prime  cape  aloes  was 
sold  at  337s.  6d.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot 
whilst  Curacao  was  offered  at  355s.; 
there  were  no  shipment  offers  of  either. 
Costa  Rican  ipecacuanha  was  not 
available  for  shipment  during  the  week. 
NEW  YORK:  Higher  among  crude 
drug  were  gum  acacia  at  18y  cents 
(up  i  cent)  and  tolu  balsam  at  $4  (up 
ten  cents).  Ipecacuanha  (source  not 
stated)  at  $7  was  down  25  cents  per 
lb.  Citral  at  $5.30  a  lb.  was  up  35 
cents.  The  General  Services  Admini- 
stration is  to  sell  75.000  lb.  of  pyre- 
thrum  extract  from  the  national  stock 
pile.  The  sale  will  be  made  at  "the 
market  price"  beginning  September  17 
and  will  spread  over  the  year.  (Present 
market  price  is  $10  per  lb.).  The 
development  of  substitutes,  notably 
allethrin,  is  the  reason  for  the  stocks 
of  pyrethrum  being  reduced. 
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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

LIBERALISATION  of  Italian  imports 
from  the  dollar  area  may  be  increased 
by  as  much  as  50  per  cent,  following 
the  recent  visit  of  the  Italian  Foreign 
Minister  to  Washington.  Among  goods 
given  a  greater  rate  of  liberalisation 
would  be  dyestuffs  and  chemicals. 
FESTIVAL  dinner  of  the  Royal  Com- 
mercial Travellers'  Schools  was  held  in 
London  on  March  9.  £40,834  was 
announced  collected  for  the  1 10th 
maintenance  appeal.  Appeal  president 
for  1956  is  Mr.  Gordon  Boggon  (vice- 
president,  Mather  &  Crowther  Ltd.). 

IRISH  NEWS 

AT  a  meeting  of  the  Northern  Ireland 
Chemists  Federation  committee  held  in 
Belfast  recently,  Mr.  Fred  Storey 
(chairman)  presiding,  the  following 
were  re-elected  to  the  committee  for  a 
further  period  of  two  years: — Manu- 
facturer representative:  Mr.  C.  J.  Hall 
(Evans  Medical  Supplies  Ltd.);  whole- 
saler representative:  Fred  Storey  Ltd. 
The  following  officers  were  elected: 
Chairman,  Mr.  W.  S.  Hall;  vice- 
chairman,  Mr.  C.  J.  Hall;  secretary, 
Miss  A.  E.  Strachan. 
THE  executive  committee  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  met  in  Belfast 
on  March  6,  Mr.  W.  S.  Hall  (president) 
in  the  chair.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
Association  should  immediately 
approach  Northern  Ireland  members  of 
the  United  Kingdom  Parliament  and 
place  before  them,  with  reasons,  the 
concern  of  pharmacists  at  the  proposed 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Bill.  The 
secretary  was  instructed  to  send  copies 
of  the  letters  to  the  local  associations 
and  ask  them  for  support  in  the  matter. 
It  was  agreed  to  hold  the  next  meeting 
of  the  committee  on  April  10  and  to 
invite  officers  of  the  local  associations 
to  attend.  Disapproval  was  expressed 
of  a  trading  stamp  scheme  being  intro- 
duced to  chemists,  and  the  secretary 
was  instructed  to  warn  members  against 
participating  in  such  a  highly  unethical 
scheme.  Complaints  were  received 
about  a  firm  of  manufacturers 
appointing  fieldsmen  to  take  orders 
direct  from  consumers,  and  the  secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  ask  the  firm  for 
a  statement  of  its  policy. 

IN  PARLIAMENT 

MR.  D.  HEATHCOAT  AMORY 
(Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food),  on  March  19:  About  520,000 
gall,  of  orange  juice  has  been  sold 
since  January  1,  1954.  It  contained 
preservative  and  was  unsuitable  for 
distribution  under  the  welfare  scheme. 
The  price  realised  was  £41,000.  Pay- 
ment to  suppliers  amounted  to 
£740,000. 

MR.  HAROLD  W  ATKINSON 
(Minister  of  Transport),  on  March  19: 
I  am  consulting  the  transport  tribunal 
about  making  increases — in  general  not 
exceeding  5  per  cent — in  railway 
freight,  dock  and  canal  charges. 
THE  Food  and  Drugs  (Scotland)  Bill 
was  read  a  third  time  and  passed  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  March  14. 

MISS  E.  BURTON  asked,  on  March

proposed  under  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Acts.  Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade):  In  view 
of  the  possibility  of  a  prosecution,  I 
would  prefer  not  to  make  any  comment 
at  this  stage.

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WHOLESALERS  ANSWER  QUESTIONS 

An  innovation  by  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association 


An  innovation  at  the  meeting  of  Liver- 
pool  Chemists'  Association  and  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  Janu- 
ary 26  was  the  presence  of  a  panel  of 
representatives  of  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers  to  answer  questions  sub- 
mitted by  retail  pharmacists.  The  panel 
comprised  the  secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  Branch  (Mr.  Denver  L.  Rees, 
Evans  Medical  Supplies,  Ltd.),  and 
Messrs.  N.  Marsh  (Ayrton,  Saunders  & 
Co.,  Ltd.),  and  A.  Duckworth  (secre- 
tary, Association  of  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Industry).  Mr.  J.  Farrer  Barnes 
presided.  Here  are  some  of  the  ques- 
tions, with  summaries  of  the  answers. 

How  would  the  forum  tackle  the 
problem  of  pharmaceutical  lines  being 
supplied  to  retailers  other  than  phar- 
macists?— Most  pharmaceutical  houses 
of  repute  do  restrict  their  trade  to  phar- 
macists. It  would  be  difficult  to  stop 
such  things  as  olive  oil  and  eucalyptus 
oil  going  to  other  traders. 

Must  manufacturers  offer  products 
under  trade  marks?  Would  not  the 
approved  name,  accompanied  by  the 
manufacturer's  name,  be  adequate  pro- 
tection? —  The  trade  mark  indicates 
manufacturer's  interest  in  the  standard 
of  his  product.  A  brand  name  offers  in- 
centive to  maintain  quality  and  good- 
will. That  is  in  the  public  interest. 

Why  is  the  service  at  the  town  coun- 
ters of  local  wholesalers  not  improved 
to  suit  the  needs  of  the  retail  phar- 
macy?— The  proper  function  of  the 
town  counter  is  to  serve  "  smalls  "'  or 
rush  items  omitted  from  the  general 
orders.  If  that  is  agreed,  the  town  coun- 
ters do  not  fall  far  short  of  require- 
ments. 

Enormous  sums  spent  annually  by 
manufacturers  on  advertising  and  pub- 
licity must  inflate  the  cost  of  the  pre- 
paration. Does  the  forum  think  present- 
day  publicity  excessive? — I  can't  get 
enough  money  out  of  my  company  to 
spend  on  publicity.  If  I  could  sell  more 
1  could  bring  down  prices.  —  If  the 
advertising  and  publicity  is  misleading 
it  should  be  stamped  upon.  If  it  is  in- 
formative and  true  then  the  more  you 
have  the  better. 

Many  pharmaceutical  lines  can  be 
purchased  outside  Liverpool  at  cheaper 
rates  than  are  charged  by  local  whole- 
salers. Can  the  forum  suggest  how  to 
overcome  that?  Why  not  one  pack,  one 
label,  one  price  for  all  chemists? — I 
do  not  agree  that  prices  obtainable  from 
outside  firms  are  lower  than  those  of 
our  local  houses.  If  the  retailer  is  on 
the  side  of  the  local  wholesaler  he  can 
help  by  giving  facts  and  figures.  It  is 
not  thought  that  standardisation  is  to 
be  aimed  for.  Retailers  would  not  want 
to  lose  their  individuality. 

There  is  a  common  practice  among 
some  drug  houses  of  supplying  drugs 
and  galenicals  at  a  price  inclusive  of 
container.  It  is  inconvenient  to  the 
retail  pharmacist.  Can  the  forum  justify 
that  practice?  —  Mr.  Farrer  Barnes 
summarised  the  replies  of  the  panel 
thus :  "  They  are  in  agreement  that  the 
prices  of  smaller  goods  should  be  inclu- 
sive. The  practice  is  debatable  for  other 
goods." 

Why  should  preparations  to  recipe 


prepared  by  manufacturers  be  invoiced 
at  prices  which,  when  compared  with 
ingredient  cost,  appear  ridiculous? — 
Making  up  specials  is  purely  a  service, 
and  labour  costs  often  "  swamp  "  the 
ingredient  costs.  Making  up  a  small 
item  sometimes  interferes  with  a  long 
run  of  other  items. 

Does  the  panel  think  that  "  drug 
houses "  as  we  now  know  them  will 
disappear,  as  suggested  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  (January  21,  p.  67),  in 
view  of  the  modern  trend  towards  ethi- 
cals?— The  author  of  the  article  is  cer- 
tainly writing  from  his  own  experience. 
There  is  a  trend  for  certain  drug  houses 
to  sell  ethicals  only. — More  and  more 
drug  houses  will  find  it  uneconomical  to 
make  galenicals  and  they  will  go  into 
fewer  hands. 

Do  wholesalers  consider  their  Satur- 
day morning  service  adequate? — With 
the  five-day  week,  Saturday  morning 
service  was  intended  for  emergency  sup- 
plies. Unfortunately  some  customers 
regarded  it  as  an  ordinary  day  and 
overworked  the  skeleton  staff.  Increas- 
ing the  Saturday  morning  staff  would 
probably  involve  the  payment  of  over- 


HUDDERSFIELD  and  District  Asso- 
ciation and  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  at  a  meeting  held  locally 
on  February  2,  discussed  the  proposi- 
tion "  That  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice has  had  little  impact  on  phar- 
macy." Mr.  F.  North,  who  opened  the 
discussion,  said  that  the  N.H.S.  had 
been  in  the  main  successful  and  had 
affected  in  various  degrees  the  profes- 
sions concerned.  The  initial  rush  for 
spectacles  and  dental  treatment  had  not 
been  sustained,  but  it  had  enabled  opti- 
cians and  dentists  vastly  to  improve 
their  status,  and  the  optician  or  dentist 
of  today  was  on  a  far  better  footing 
than  his  counterpart  of  pre-N.H.S.  days. 
Doctors  had  ceased  being  businessmen 
to  become  civil  servants.  That  had  not 
reduced  the  efficiency  of  medical  ser- 
vice, for  the  doctor  could  now  treat  his 
patients  according  to  their  needs  and 
not  their  pockets.  What  had  happened 
to  pharmacy?  The  provision  made  for 
dispensing  since  the  1911  Act  had  re- 
quired little  alteration  to  cope  with  the 
increased  work,  and  a  twofold  increase 
in  the  number  of  prescriptions  had  been 
dealt  with  by  the  chemists  without 
interference  with  the  counter  side  of 
their  business.  If  any  disturbance  had 
been  felt  from  N.H.S.  dispensing,  surely 
it  would  have  been  shown  by  a  neglect 
of  the  sale  of  cosmetics  and  similar 
items.  That  had  not  occurred.  The 
difference  in  pharmaceutical  practice 
between  1947  and  1956  was  mainly  due 
to  the  introduction  of  a  large  number 
of  antibiotics  and  ethicals,  which  was 
just  as  prevalent  in  countries  where 
there  was  no  national  health  service. 
In  fact  a  high  proportion  of  those  pro- 
ducts on  the  British  market  were  of 
United  States  or  Continental  origin.  It 
was  most  likely  that,  had  not  N.H.S. 
come  into  effect  in  Britain,  the  intro- 


time  rates,  which  would  add  to  the 
costs.  Can  anything  be  done  to  help 
pharmacists  to  get  rid  of  dead  stock — 
broken  bulk  and  unbroken  bulk— of  old 
ethicals? — So  long  as  there  is  private 
enterprise  there  will  be  overlapping. 
Sooner  or  later  in  the  plethora  of  com- 
peting products  there  is  one  that  is 
better  than  the  others.  It  gives  the  idea 
to  other  manufacturers,  who  try  to 
bring  out  an  improvement  on  the 
original.  Dead  stock  was  a  problem  of 
the  wholesaler  as  well  as  the  retailer. 
So  long  as  ethicals  were  prescribed, 
there  would  be  a  backlog  of  dead 
stock. 

Is  there  any  reason  for  not  using 
square  or  rectangular  bottles,  which 
would  make  for  more  orderly  arrange- 
ment on  the  shelves? — Square  bottles 
are  more  difficult  to  make,  more  costly, 
not  so  easy  to  clean  and  generally 
speaking  not  so  accurate  as  round 
bottles. 

When  Mr.  S.  M.  Benson  put  forward 
suggestions  for  better  bulk  packs  (cream 
in  jars;  powders  in  1-lb.  polythene 
bags),  Mr.  Duckworth  said :  "  We 
have  various  committees  in  London  but 
we  never  hear  of  these  things.  Send  in 
your  suggestions  either  direct  or 
through  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union." 


duction  of  those  often  costly  prepara- 
tions would  have  brought  pharmacists 
as  much  private  dispensing  as  they  now 
got.  Doctors  would  not  have  had  the 
time  or  training  to  deal  with  the  new 
preparations,  and  would  have  been  un- 
willing to  lay  out  the  capital  necessary 
to  carry  stocks  of  them  for  their  own 
dispensing. 

Mr.  C.  Thompson  agreed  that  doc- 
tors would  probably  have  issued  private 
prescriptions  for  ethicals.  War-time 
conditions  had  had  greater  effect  on 
pharmacists'  incomes  than  had  N.H.S. 
Mr.  Peel  said  that  the  possibility  could 
not  be  overlooked  that  had  N.H.S.  not 
been  introduced,  dispensing  fees  would 
have  had  little  or  no  increase.  The 
N.H.S.  provided  a  guaranteed  market 
for  ethical  preparations.  He  did  not 
think  that  doctors  would  have  used  as 
many  ethicals  for  their  private  patients, 
and  they  would  have  continued  to  do 
their  own  dispensing.  Pharmacists 
would  have  been  in  a  far  worse  finan- 
cial position. 

Mr.  J.  H  Tranmer  said  that  the 
N.H.S.  Act  had  established  that  the 
pharmacist  was  the  only  person  trained 
to  dispense  medicines.  It  had  also  intro- 
duced the  principle  of  oncost,  whether 
or  not  the  percentage  was  sufficient. 

Mr.  G.  Greenwood's  view  was  that, 
if  N.H.S.  remuneration  were  reduced, 
the  average  chemist  would  find  he  could  J 
not  carry  on  with  what  his  counter 
trade  alone  brought  in. 

Mr.  H.  Walker  pointed  out  that,  S 
while  the  wages  index  had  increased  I 
from  100  points  to  148  points  from  i 
1948  to  1956,  all  that  chemists  had  | 
received  had  been  a  continuous  series  J 
of  cuts — in  container  allowances,  on-  i 
cost,  and  basic  prices.  The  average 
pharmacist  was  worse  off  in  1956  than 
in  1948.
